Code states that when less than two inches of snow
accumulate in the front or on the side of your property,
it is the responsibility of the homeowner to keep those
areas clear. The Town contractor is responsible for
removing snow in excess of two inches.

o Snow Plows: Please be mindful of the plows that clear
our roads by doing your best to keep cars parked in
driveways as opposed to on the streets. This enables
the plows to do a better job.

« Batting Cage: The batting cage located at the Town Hall
is going to be closed from December through February.
In the past, snow caused some damage to the cage. The
cage will open again in early March.

The meeting was held at the Somerset Elementary School this month due to the cosmetic work taking place in the
Town Hall. In addition to the Council actions, Mayor Slavin provided his report to the Council and Town Manager
Charnovich provided the Financial Report to the Council.

Somerset’s Halloween celebration was outstanding again this year and, thankfully, uneventful.

I attended the Somerset Elementary School parade in the mid-afternoon, and it was wonderful.
I recommend it to everyone! Later that day, I was pleased to “receive”
over 300 trick-or-treaters at my house on Warwick Place between

6:00 p.m. and 9:00 p.m. I was glad to see our police officer on duty and
to learn that no incidents were reported. As usual, there was a heavy turnout on Cumberland,
and lots of kids came from neighboring communities. There have been several requests that
next year the Town close Cumberland to car traffic for at least of couple of hours on
Halloween. I will ask the Council to consider this proposal in September of 2014.

Work is proceeding on the restoration/refreshing of the Town Hall. Much of the painting in the
office areas has been completed, and the floors refinished. It all looks beautiful! I am eager to
show off the finished product next month. I want to note how well our Town Council, once
again, has worked under the leadership of Council members Barbara Zeughauser (Trent) and
Franny Peale (Uppingham) to make the numerous decisions this project required. While the
work is somewhat over budget, given that the Town Hall has been neglected for the past two decades, I feel that the
investments we are making now are needed to protect one of Somerset’s most important and most used assets.

Unfortunately, it seems that the copper thieves that were plaguing the Bethesda—Chevy Chase area several years ago might
be back. Copper gutters were recently stolen from a house on Cumberland in the middle of the day. We are working with
the police to assist in any way we can to solve this crime. I am asking everyone to be attentive to any suspicious activities
in the neighborhood. We will provide more information on this as we receive it.

Council Vice President Marnie Shaul (Uppingham), Council member Barbara Condos (Falstone) and I attended the
Maryland Municipal League’s Annual Fall Legislative Conference to set priorities for the upcoming session of the
Maryland General Assembly. This year, the conference was held in beautiful Solomons, Maryland, and lasted for almost
three days. We attended a variety of excellent seminars on topics relevant to our work, networked with other municipal
officials, and passed through the small trade show. The guest speaker at the legislative luncheon was Senate President
Mike Miller. We sat with other electeds from our County. I always get re-energized at these meetings and come away
with lots of new ideas.

On another note, Council Member Shaul and Council Member Barbara
Zeughauser and I recently attended the Bethesda area County celebration of
Veterans Day in Veterans Park at the intersection of Woodmont and Norfolk
Avenues. County Council member Roger Berliner and Congressman Chris
Van Hollen provided remarks, and we heard a moving story from a local
Admiral. We presented a beautiful wreath to honor our area’s veterans who
have done so much to keep us all safe.

Due to the temporary closing of the Town Hall this month, our annual
community service day will be postponed to sometime early next year. While
the staff does a great deal of work to prepare for this event, I am looking for
one or two persons in the Town to serve as chairs. Please get in touch with me
as soon as possible if you are interested. This event is always a rewarding
experience for everyone. In the meantime, we will be collecting toys, canned

along portions of the Little Falls Parkway. This is being done to improve travel safety and visibility for motorists along
the parkway. The work will be completed by a private contractor, Patriot Land and Wildlife Management, and has been
funded through the Hoyt property development project for Non-Native-Invasive plant removal. The contractor will

be removing the bamboo to a distance of approximately twenty feet from white line (edge of roadway) to lessen the
likelihood of the bamboo falling onto the roadway or impeding traffic during inclement weather. The long-term plan is
to re-establish a more suitable landscaping screen along these areas of roadway. This work has
been ongoing and we hope to have it completed by the middle of December.

New Lawn Fertilizer Law

A new Lawn Fertilizer Law became effective October 1, 2013 in Maryland. It offers guidelines
to reduce the risk of nutrient runoff in local waterways. Fertilizer season will resume March 1,
2014, allowing residents and lawn care professionals to apply products with some restrictions.
